ing program to abate sewer de- 
ficiencies. 


“The City can continue to im- 
prove its services this year with 
a slight reduction in the property 
tax rate for the operating budget. 
There will, however, be required 
an increase in taxes to begin pay- 
ing off the obligation incurred 
for the Civic Center complex.” 

New to the City of Albany is 
the assistance to the Park and 
Recreation Department by the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps. Five 
youths are currently working 
here and two more are expected 
shortly. 

Changes 

Council made some changes in 
the budget as originally drawn. 
While allowing funds for the Po- 
lice Dept. to hire a parking en- 
forcement representative (meter 
maid) and a clerk and the Fire 
Department another probationary 
hoseman with the promotion of 
one of the firemen to captain, the 
three positions are to be for a 
trial period of one year. 

They also increased the Albany 
Junior Chamber of Commerce al- 
location from $350 to $600 for 
this year, 

Councilmen in turn paid tribute 
to Turner for his hard work on 
the budget and to each other for 
the long hours spent “hashing’’

consideration.

and, for a time, all was well. 
About four years ago, he devel 
oped a serigus and erippling form 
of rheumatism in his right leg. 
For some time, he underwent 
treatment at the hospital. Final 
ly, the doctors decided that he 
could not be cured exgept through 
an operation which would involve 
much timesaway from his home 
and work, Unwilling to leave his 
job, the father suffered on, Now 
he can walk only with the help 
of a crutch and has such severe 
pains that he often cannot work. 
Because of his inability, he can- 
not work aS much or as often 
as the other men and manages to 
earn only about $25 a month, 

Ping, Ho’s mother is illiterate 
and unskilled, She is; moreover, 
tied to her home and the care of 


Ping Ho’s two little brothers, 
Ping Man (5) and Ping Wing 
(2%). By assembling paper box- 


es at home, she earns about 10 
cents a day to supplement the 
father’s income. The total amount 
which they make does not cover 
the basie necssities of their lives. 
They live in a dark cubicle 
measuring 6%2’x8’ in a wooden 
shack. Six other families live in 
the shack. They have an iron 
bunk bed, a wooden desk, a sew- 
ing machine and various odds 
and ends. There is a large win- 
dow so the room is well venti- 
lated and is always kept tidy and 
clean. They use.a kergsene. lamp 
for light and fetch their water 
from a hydrant. Rent is $3.50 
per month. 

Almost no education is free in 
Hong Kong and the small tuition 
fees are often prohibitive, always | 
a safrifice for very poor families, 
It costs $3.51 in ‘tuition alone to 
keep Ping Ho and Ping Man in 
school. Ping Ho attends the 
morning session of Upper Kinder- 
garten and in the afternoon, does 
his homwork and helps: his moth- 
er make boxes. He is shy and 
withdrawn in the presence of

Dewhirst explained that home 
health services include part-time 
nursing care; physical, oceupa- 
tional or speech therapy services 
of home health aides; medidal 
social work; some medical sup- 
plies except drugs; use of ‘some 
medical applianées and certain 
rehabilitation services* that ean- 
not be brought to the home, 

The Berkeley Visiting Nurse 
Association offers skilled nursing 
care and physical therapy serv- 
ice. Where other types of home 
health care services are not ayail- 
able, the Association will refer 
or make arrangement’ for pa- 
tients to go to the appropriate 
source for such services. “I want 
to congratulate the Board of the 
Berkley Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion on being the first home 
health agency in the Berkeley 
area to quality for participation 
in Medicare.’
